THE SENATORIAL HORROR 


Expressed at the Wreck of the Dynamiters 
im London, 

Wasmineton, Jahuary 26.—In the senate 
the Bayard fesolutidn expressive of the senti- 
ments of the senate fin regard to the London 
dynamite explosions was taken up at 12:50 p. 
m., and Mr. Bayayd made a short speech upon 
it. Mr. Bayard gaid he was better satisfied, at 
the lapse of a d@y, in asking the senate now to 
adopt ihe resojution, because the body had 
this morning ah opportunity to affirm delib- 
erately what \naturally end _ instinctively 
prampted the . stan 
receiving the tiformation of the uncivilized, 
cruel and barbarous attempt to destroy, in 
another country, human life, and with it 
buildings dedicated to a government of laws, 


in the vain hope, possibly, to gain relief 


from suffering, by thus overthrowing 
the law itselfin its very citadel, It seemed 
eminently proper, Mr. Bayard said, that the 
law-making body of the American people 
elculd<«xpress its antagonism to the spirit 
which, by destroying law, would nocessarily 
destroy all hopes of liberty that could exist 
under jaw. In order that the full expression 
of the opinion of the senate on the resolution 
might be had,. Mr. Bayard called for the yeas 
and Days. 

Mr. Riddleberger moved that it be referred 
to the committee on foreign relation. 

The ayes and noes were ordered on the ques- 
tion of reference, and Mr. Riddleberger ad- 
dressed the senate in opposition to the resolu- 
tion. Ile said he wished for more information 
on the subject. Hesaid he had no sympathy 
with ibe dynamiters, but he would not vote 
fora resolution which might be interpreted 
into an expression of sympathy with Ireland’s 
enemies. It was known here that there was 
a war absolute between England and Ireland, 
so far as Irishmen without a country could 
make war, 

Mr. Riddleberger moved that further con- 
sideration of the resolution be postponed until 
next Wednesday. He deelared that the senate 
had yot sufficient information upon which to 


- base action-of this kind. The body was asked 


to vote in a way which would be interpreted as 
sympathy with England and against Ireland. 
Senator Hoar said the senator from Virginia 
seemed to treat the occurrence in London as if 
it were warfare adopted by the Irish people 
against England. He(Hoar) had among his 
constituents many persons of Irish de- 
scent, intelligent, brave, manly people. 
He thought he was justified in stating that 
the doctrine expressed in the resolution was 
their doctrine, as it was that of the other 
American people. The making of war upon 
unciiending women and children was as 
Tepugnant to these citizens as to any other 
people. Hesawthat her majesty’s American 
representative had eaid that America had been 
remies in her duties in some respect. America 
could not undertake to deal with mere violent 
expressions, and if it did, those things would 
be more dangerous in their repression than in 
their expression. He believed that the United 
Btates,in the future as in the past, would 
perform all her duties to the other powers. 
Senator Riddleberger said he had not as- 
fumed that the explosions wer@/the resuits of 
method of warfare adopted by\ihe Irish peo- 
ple.

THE ABUSE OF HOSPITALITY. 


Resolutions in the House Regardiug Plots 
Hatched in America, 

Wasuineton, January 26.—In the house, 
Mr. Stocklager, of Indiana, offered a resolu- 
a which was adopted, directing the com- 
wittee on public buildings to inquire into the 
origin of the fire which occurred on the roof 
ofthe house this morning, and report what 
measure is necessary to give greater security 
against fire. 

Among the bills introduced, was one by Mr. 
Nichols, of Georgia, appropriating half a mil- 
lion for the purpose of establishing a navy 
yard and depot of supplies in the harbor of 
Brunswick, Ga. 

Mr. Findlay, of Maryland, offered a resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee on 
foreign aflairs, calling on the secretary of 
state for information as to whether any citizen 
of the United States, or person domiciled 
witbin the same, were concerned or participa- 
ted directly or indirectly, in bringing about 
the recent explosions in London, provided 
that the transmission of such information is 
compatible with the public interests. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, oifered a resolu- 
tion calling on the secretary of state to intorm 
the house whether the department is in pos- 
session of any information tending to connect 
any person or persons, resident in this count-y 
and enjoying the protection of its laws, with at- 
tempts to destroy life and property within the 
dominion of any foreign power, with which we 
bave treaties of peace and amity, and request- 
ing him to make recommendations as to what 
legislation may be desirable or needed to be 
enacted into law for the punishment of such 
outrages. Referred tothe committee on for- 
eign affairs. 

Mr. Forney, of Alabama, from the commit 
tee on appropriations, reported the army ap- 
propriation bill, and it was reterred to com- 
mittee of the whole. It provides for an ap- 
propriation of $24,427,003. The estimates 
gmounted to $26,110,490. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill. At 2:30 the committee rose and re- 
ported the bill to the house, but no final ac- 
tion was taken. 

Public business was then suspended and the 
bouse proceeded to the Consideration of the 
resolution expressive of the regret of the 
house at the death of W. A. Duncan, late rep- 
resentative from Pennsylvania. 

After eulogistic addresses by Messrs, Ermen- 
trout, Swope, Atkinson, Post, Bayne, Hop- 
kins and Randall of Pennsylvania the reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted, and the 
house at 3:45, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, adjourned. 

A FIRE IN THE HOUSE.

DAVIS AND STATES RIGHTS 


The Proofthat He Ever Regarded the Limi- 
tations of Power. 

WasHinetoxy, January 26.—A controversy 
bas been carried on recently in the columns 
of the National Republican, of this city, be- 
tween Dr. A. Y. P. Garnett, who was Jeffer- 
son Davis’s physician during the war, and Mr. 
Hidell, ot Rome, Ga., who, during the same 
period held the office of private secretary to 


Alexander H. Stephens, touching the adher- 
ence or non-adherence of Davis during the war 
to the doctrine of state rights. Mr. Hidell 
stated in a communication tu the Republican 
that all of Davis’s cabinet officers, as well as 
Vice-President Stephens, distrusted the sin- 
cerity of Davis’s adherence to the doctrine of 
states rights, and were fully of the belief that 
he (Davis) aimed at the supreme dictatorship 
of the confederacy. Dr. Garnett replied, 
denying the statement of Hidell, and finally 
announced his intention of writing Davis on 
the matter. He did write to Davis, and now 
furnishes the Republican with an autograph 
letter on the subject from that gentleman, of 
which the following is a copy: 

BEAUVOIR, Miss., January 22, 1885; Dr. A. Y. P. 
Garnett --My Dear Sir: Yours of the 17th instant 
bas this Gay been received, and to your inguiry I! 
reply, that though itis not in my power to recite 
the language employed in response to you .and 
others, who urged me to rend confederate troops 
into Kentucky to preventtle federal government 
from intimidating the legislaturej and people of 
that state by military occupation, and 
thus to prevent Kentucky from passing an ordi- 
nance of secession, I1dowell remember that to 
you, as to others, I answered substantially thatl 
would not do such violenceto the rights of the 
state. No one could have felt a deeper interest, 
or a more affectionate regard for Kentucky than! 
cid, and-it may well be said that I did not believe 
the people of Kentucky, a state especially distin- 
guished in theearly period of her history for the 
arsertion of state rights and state remedies, could 
be driven from the maintainance of 
the creed which had ever been her point of pride. 
My spswer, as correctly stated by you, shows that 
my decision was not based on expediency, and 
however reluctant I may have nto reject the 
edvice of yourself and other friends, in whose 
judgment and sincerity I had implicit comfidence, 
i would not, for all the considerations involved, 
disregard the limitations of our constitution, and 
violate the cardinal principle, which had been 
the guiding star of my political life. With grate- 
ful remembrance of your kindnessin years gone 
by, and‘admiration for your manly fidelity in 
times of severest trials, 1 am. ever truly your 
friend, JEFFERSON DaVIS.

mey arrived in this city on New Year’s day 
abd went to live with Mrs. Maria O’Connor, 
Roach’s cousin. On January 12 they rented 
the upper floor of a two-story frame 
dwelling, the lower floor being 
occupied by Barney Flynn and his 
fsmily. Since then Roach and his wife have 
been constantly quarrelling. He was known 
to beat and abuse her and once kicked her 
down stairs. 

Roach was out drinking with a man named 
McFedden and returned at eleven o'clock. 
They quarreled again and the woman ran out. 
An hour later she returned and the quar- 
rel was resumed with renewed force. At 
three o’clock Roach went down stairs and 
asked Flynn toadmit him. He declined, but 
instead went to wake the landlady, to whom 
he complained of the unseemly behavior of his 
co-tenanis. At9o’clock inthe morning Mr. 
O’Connor happened to pass Mrs’ Flynn’s house, 
and knowing her to be related to Roach, in- 
formed her of the trouble Roach had had with 
bis wife and asked her to look after them. 
Mrs. O’Connor went upstairs, and her screams 
brought several people to her assistance. A 
borrible sight met the eyes of the visitors. 
The kitchen table was covered with blood and 
a pool of blood was inthe center of the floor. 
In the bed- room off the kitchen lay Roach and 
bis wife, weltering in blood. They were al- 
most nude, and the straw pallet on which they 
lay was saturated with blood. The woman 
was quite dead, but Roach was still breathirg. 
His windpipe was severed and his struggles to 
breathe were awful to witness. 

The ambulance was called to take the 
murdered man to the city hospital. He never 
recovered consciousness. The butcher had 
done his work but too well, and with a sharp 
rezor almost severed the head of his 
victim from the body. Both = car- 
elids and every cartilage were 
cut in-twain. A deep cut extends from the 
left temple down to the neck, and the wind- 
pipe is cut near the epiglottis. The body is 
covered with gashes. The theory is advanced 
that he arose at 7 o’clock and murdered his 
wife in bed, then he went into the kitchen, cut 
bis own throat and staggered back to bed to 
die. 


SUICIDE IN GALVESTON, 


A Merchant's Crime Opens up a Basiness 
Senreation,. 

GALYVFSTON, Texas,January 26.—C. G. Wells, 
presicent of the Galveston cotton exchange, 
died suddenly at bis residence at a late hour 
last nigkt. He was one of the most prominent 
business men in the city, and was 55 years 
old 

DEVELOPS AB A SUICIDE. 

Startling rumors are efloat this morning re- 
garding the sudden death at midnight last 
pight of Clinton G. Wells, president of the 
cotton exchange. Iltis said that the death 
resulted from morphine. The rumors attri- 
bute the suicide to financial embarassment 
of the firm of Worstor, Wells 
and Vidor, large cotton faetors,"which is re- 
ported to be hopelessly involved, and sus- 
pended payment at about noon. The deceased 
was also president of the Island City savings 
bunk, the doora of which bear the notice: 
“OTosed on account of the death of President 
Wells.” On the floor of the cotton exchange 
it is currently reported that the bank is a total 
wreck. The depositors of the bank are prin- 
cipally peor people. There is considerable 
excitement over the flying rumors. 

THE EXTENT OF THE LOSSES. 

The city bas been in a tremor of excitement 
since early this mornigg, consequent upon the 
tragic suicide of Clinton G. Wells, the presi- 
dent of the Galveston cotton exchange. The 
doors of the Island City savings bank were 
not opened this morning, causing great un- 
easiness and alarm among the depositors, who 
are chiefly poor people. Wells was 
president of this bank, and a prominent 
member of the firm of Wolston, Wells & Vidor, 
cotton factors. Abeut noon it became knowg 
that both concern were insolvent. The 
Island City savings bank was organized about 
twelve years ago, witha paidup capital of 
$114,000. Ithbad deposits of about $475,000. 
The board of directors, in a card, say thet the 
assets will pay about seventy 
cents on the dollar. The stockholders will 
lose their capital. “If the stockholders will 
surrender their stock, we, together with oth- 
ers, Will agree to raise $100,000 new capital, 
and will assume the liability te the present 
depositors, if accepted by all, on the basis of 
eeventy cents, payable in three, six, nine and 
twelve months.” It is not believed that this 
proposition by the directors will 
be secepted by all the stockholders. 
Attachments aggrégating $14,000 were 
placed on the bank this evening, and the 
sheriff is nowin possession. The depositors 
number over 2,000, and are principally of the 
very poorest class, the four per cent interest 
attracting the colored pepulation, and induc- 
ing them to deposit po a, sums in the bank. 
The firm of Wolston, Wells and Vidor 
bave overdrawn their account with 
the bank to the amount of $150,000, 
J. H. Blake, cotton factor, doing business at 
Houston and Galveston, is a debtor tothe 
bank for the sum of $57,000. Wolston, Wells 
& Vidor gave notice of their suspension this 
siternoon. Their liabilities are over $300,000, 
and their assets between $20,000 and $50,000. 
Liabilities are distributed as follows: 
Island City savings bank $150,000; interior 
Texas points for cotton, about $100,000; foreign 
$50,000. It is understood that the firm is pre- 
paring a statement to-night, and will assign to 
M. Lasker to-morrow. The other banks and 
cotton houses of the city are in no way affected 
by these failures. 


SENTENCED TO BE HANGED. 


A Tennessee Ex-United States Marshal Sen- 
tenced to Die on the Scaffold, 

NaSHvitte, Tenn., January 26.—At the 
meeting of the supreme court, ex-United 
States Marshal William Spence was sentenced 
for the assassination ef his son-in-law, Colonel 
Edward S. Wheat, also an ex-United States 
marshal. In the delivery ot his opinion, Judge 
Cooper said, among other things: 

The prisoner is an old man, whose three score 
years and ten will be completed next month. Upto 
the commission of the offense for which he stands 
convicted be was a good citizen of unblemished 
ebaracter. No doubt age and unusualand exact- 
ing laber bave weakened his naturally stron 
mental faculties. Underthese circumstances, an 
in view especially of his age and character shown 
by the record, we think this is a proper Case to 
make a certificate to the governor of the state that 
in our opinion there are extenuating circum- 
stapces attending the case,and that the punish- 
ment ought to be commuted.”

Cooper then sentenced him to 
Fridiy, the 13¢h of March. 

Colonel Spence gave no outward sign of 
emotion and uttered not a word, but the beat- 
ing of his heart could -be heard distinctly 
while Judge Cooper was passing sentence. 
The insanity of Spence is hereditary, and it 
is thought that, goaded by loss of fortune and 
having been supplanted by his son-in-law as 
United &tates marshal, he had determined to 
put an end to his life, which he did, by shoot- 
ing him twice in the back while crossing South 
College street.

DYNAMITE CLUES, 


BY WHICH THE EXPLOSION MAY 
BE EXPLAINED, 


The Arrest of an Old Suspect on a Now Charge—His 
Strong Cockney Dialect—Discharging = Irish 
Workmen—tThe Evglish and Irish Press 
on the Situation—The Wreck. 


Lorpon, January 26.—Ata meeting of Irish- 
men at Clerkenwell yesterday the outrages 
were denounced as cruel, cowardly and inju- 
rious to Irishmen, who will lose their employ- 
mentin England in consequence thereof, and 
the hope »was expressed that the offenders 
would speedily be brought to justice. 

At the tower between one and two thousand 
rifles are believed to have been destroyed. The 
man arrested in connection with the explosion 
at the tower is twenty-five years of age. He 
is described as very similar in appearance to 
the convict Whitehead. He displays much 
sullenness. 

MAJENDIE’S EXAMINATION, 

The excitement over the explosions on 
Saturdsy afternoon continues unabated in 
force. The approaches to all the public 
buildings are rigidly guarded, Nobody is 
allowed toenter without submitting to the 
closest searching. The tower in the parlia- 
ment houses are surrounded with sentries and 
extra policemen. Colonel Majendie, chief of 


the government department of explosives, is 
minutely examining the scene of the explo- 
sions. Immense crowds of people continue to 
be attracted to the vicinity of the tower and 
Westminster. The two policemen, Cox and 
Cole, who were injured by the explosion in 
Westminster hall, are making favorable 


» progress, and hope is entertained of their 


recovery. No further arrests have been made 
up to balf past one to-day. 

The Irish newspapers denounce the outrage 
in vigorous terms. 

The police have arrested another man on 
suspicion of complicity in Saturday’s crime. 
Ne will beexamined this afternoon at Bow 
street police court. James Gilbert Cunning- 
ham, who was arrested yesterday on suspicion 
of having bad something to do with the tower 
outrage, was examined to-day at Bow street 
police station, The charge of having caused 
the e¥plosion at the wwer was preferred 
against him. He declared that he was an 

Knglishman. Evidence was adduced showing 
that the man gave contradictory replies at 
the time of his arrest. 
THE SWAYING CROWDS. 

The rumor was current last evening and this 
morning that Cunningham, who was arrested 
at the tower, would have a hearing to-day at 
the Thames police courtin Bow street. The 
report causedthe court and streets in the vi- 
cinity to be crowded with excited citi- 
zens. Extra police had to be 
placed on duty to keep order. 
The feeling against Cunningham is very bit- 
ter, and if the crowd once got their hands on 
him there is no doubt he would be lynched. 
Shortly after noon it was learned that the de- 
tectives had arrested another man in connec- 
tion with the explosions, and that he and 
Cunningham would be arraigned together at 
the Bow street police court. The people in 
the vicimity of the Thames police court then 
left in the direction of Bow street court. 

The letter received by the poliee officials 
yesterday is now believed to bea very impor- 
tant document. In addition to other valuable 
information, it states that St. Paul’s cathedral 
and the office of the Daily Telegraph are 
among the buildings which the dynamiters 
tbreaten to blow up. Westminster hall and 
the tower are closed to-day to every one, ex- 
cept government oflicials engaged in inspect- 
ing the structure. Many persons carrying 
varcels in the streets to-day have been stopped 
yy the police and the grrr examined be- 
fore they were permitted to pass. 

CUNNINGHAM IN CouRT. 

Cunningham was conyeyed to the Bow 
street. police court to-day by a strong guard of 
police. Ie was there charged on suspicion of 
complicity in the explosion at the tower of 
London. He smilingly surveyed the court 
and the crowd which had congregated within 
to get a glimpse of the alleged dynamiter. His 
examination tended to convince the police 
that in arresting Cunningham they 
bad secured a prisoner who, at least, had 
much knowledge of Saturday’s crimes. It 
was proven that Cunningham was a native of 
Cork, that he had lived at least.five years in 
theA/nited States, and that he arrived in Eng- 
Javdduring last autump, and came directly 
from New York. His pretense that he was an 
Englishman was well carried out for a few 
hours after his arrest, his appearance favoring 
it, and his drawling stammer being peculiar- 
ly ecockneyish, but in his excite- 
ment under close cross-examination. of 
the court, he forgot himself and 
spoke as rapid)y and distinctly as an elocu- 
tionist, and ciearly demonstrated that his 
cockneyism was a clever piece of dissimulation. 
Jt was shown that the prisoner had been known 
in Whitechapel as Dalton. His statements 
that he bad lived in Liverpool were entirely 
disproved by telegrams from that city to the 
effect that no person answering to his descrip- 
tion, or following the occupation he claimed, 
had ever lived or was ever known at the ad- 
dress he gave, or anywhere in that neighbor- 
hood. The court ‘considered the case 
made out against Cunningham  suf- 
ficiently strong to warrant his committal 
and he was remanded fora week to await a 
further axamination. During the proceedings 
Cunningham paid the closest attention to 
everything going on within the court room. 
He frequently was made sees nervous by the 
statements of the police, and at such times 
would lean forward and bite his under lip, 
at the same time glancing furtively about the 
room. In person, Cunningham is short, and 
of dark, sallow complexion. His face is clean 
shaven, his cheek bones are high and his_up- 
per lip is conspicuously over hanging. He is 
apparently about 28 years old. When 
speaking freely and naturally his 
accent is notably American, or Irish-Ameri- 
can. Upon the street, under ordinary circum- 
stances, he might, at a hasty glance, be taken 
for a German-American. 

The official estimates made by the govern- 
ment inspectors, place the amount of the pe- 
cuniary damages wrought by the explosions 
in Westminster hall, the house of commons, 

and the tower at $70,000. 
ALARM IN WINDSOR CASTLE. 

All the royal apartments at Windsor Castle 
have been ordered closed to all visitors. This 
step bas been taken by her majesty in conse- 
quence of extraordinary precaution meas- 
ures generally advised by the 
ministry. The queen has conducted 
berself so stoically throughout all the prev sus 
dynamite panics that her present action at- 
tracts much attention. It is reported in the 
city this evening that one of the great English 
railway corporations has decided to discharge 
from its employ immediately all pay of 
Irish birth. Special precautions ave been 
taken for the pretection of the stock exchange 
snd the new Jaw courts against dynamite at- 
tacks. 

Excellent photographs were secured to-day 
of the interior of the banquet hall of 
the white tower, in which the explosion 
at Londe& tower occurred. «The wreckage ré- 
mains still in its original position, and the hall

_ IMPORTANT REVELATIONS CLAIMED. 
_ It is reported that Cunningham has madean 
important revelation, in consequence of which 
al) the trains leaving London for the sea 
towns are accompanied by detectives. Not the 
slightest trace of any mechanical apparatus or 
of a fuse bas been found in the tower or in the 
perieanens building, This fact strengthens 

e opinion that no infernal machine was used 
to eflect the explosion, but that the 
empleyed was dynamite in some simaple forms, 
Packsges containing five or six da of the 
explosive being deposited in tower and 
parliament building. 

Consteble Cale, who wae terribly injured in 
his attempt to prevent the explosion in West- 
minister hall, made an important statement 
this afternoon. He said that when he picked 
up the bundle on the steps leading to the 
crypt, he noticed that it was very heavy in 
proportion to its size. He determined to carry 
it outside of the building, because 
he saw smoke issuing from 
the bundle, and believed it to be some 
sort of an infernal machine. Just ag he 
reached the top of the stairway he saw an oily 
substance oozing from the bettom of the 
bundle. This stuff burned his hands, and 
ny Ro a es drop the bundle. He has 
no recollection of anything that ha 
after that. This statement i Constetle Cole 
confirms the theory entertained by the police 
that a chemical fuse was arranged in such « 
way tbat it would burn through a cotton 
plug inserted between the fuse and the fulmi- 
nating substance intended to explode the dy- 
bamite. A movement is on foot to raises 
fund by popular subscriptions to reward Con- 
stable Cole for his plucky effort to avert the 
disaster. 

The man arrested to-day, on suspicion of 
being concerned in the outrages,is still in cus- 
tody, but the police refuse all information as 
to his name, or their reasons for believing him 
guilty. 

An order has been issued from the homg 
office forbidding the admission of visitors.9-

WHAT THE PRESS THINKS. 


A Variety of Views on the Explosion of Sat- 
urday. 
The Pall Mall Gazette publishes an article, 


in which it says that 1t marvels at the fright 
and flurry exhibited by the morning papers 
when the whole damage caused by all the dy- 
namite outrages amounts to less than £100,000 
and no loss of life has been occasioned by 
them. 

The Gazette says: “It is both undignified 
and foolish to scream about America. If 
O’ Donovan Rossa was hanged to-morrow and 
the collection of money for the skirmishing 
fund made a criminal offense, it would fail to 
stop the outrages.”

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Avevsta, Ga., January 26.—|Special.}—The spirit * 
tf commercial ruin seems to have set its mark 
upov Augusta. There bas lately visited the city 
a ecrics of Gisasters which have been unprecedent- 
ed in their rapid succession and in their depress- 
ing effect upon business energies. A few months 
ego itbere was no point in the south at which 
businers seemed more fixed and constant, or gave 
promise of a brighter future. Itis true that the 
“heerver remarked an entire absence of that 
thrifty! push and activity so conspicuous in north- 
ern and especzally in western cities; but trade ap- 
yearcd to be cetticd in smooth channels, and an 
sir of sccure success pervaded the place. 

THE CLOUD IN THE SKY. 

‘This deceptive calm was startlingly broken by 
the failnre of the Enterprise factory, the aftairs of 
which had been managed by one of the most high 
by esteemed and jrevered citizens, Had Sthe ruia 
of this large factory been accompanied by the or- 
dinary incidents which attend commercial mis 
foitune, Augusta would bave defied this blow di- 
rected at ber energies. But there was that-element 
of doubt as to the just, as wellas to the prudevt, 
metheds of conducting that extensive business, 
which bad a most demoralizing effect upon the 
community. Many, led by an unfeltering confi 
Gencein the president of the Kuterprise, had 
placed money in his hands to be invested as he 
saw fit. These funds, lice the subscriptions of 
stockholders, had been used year after year to 
bolster up a rotten and crumbling institution. 
Many ef-these were dragged below the suriace by 
putting their trustin an unworthy crait, while 
others were ingulfed in the vortex created by that 
bulky wreck. 

THE AUGUSTA BANK FAILURE. 

Close upon this disaster came the failure of 
Roberts & Co., then O’ Donnell & Burke and finally 
(not mentioning a half dozen of lesser magnitude) 
the closing of the Bank of Augusta. The forebod- 
ing firet aroused by the failure of the Enterprize, 
was greatly increased by this quick and long suc- 
cession of misfortunes. Thecilosing of the Bank 
of Augusta especially awoke widespread distrust 
in our commercial stability. The books had just

Distrust at home 
and distrust abroad seemed. for awhile, to paral- 
yze all business energies. A city may soon, by

side world, when that confidence has been so pro 
foundly disturbed. 

The commercial advantages of Augusta’s posi 
tion have never been questioned, A far-seeing 
mind laid her foundations in the very highways 
of commerce: aud, while her progress has been far 

om commensurate with the superiority of he: 

ituation, it bas hitherto been ofa fixed and con- 
atant nature. 
WHY AUGUSTA LAGS BEHIND, 

And herein lies the reason of her lagging in the 

race of southern progress. She is infected with 
hat business lassitude which has retarded the ad- 
ce of-ail our cities in the extreme south 
whe situated in the northern and central 
portions of the south have shaken off the lethargy 
whkh followed the disasters of war. Baltimore, 
Louisville, Nashville and especially Atlanta, have 
made rapid strides in substantial prosperity; 
while Charleston, Savannah and Augusta have 
stood on the banks year after year and watched, 
like idle children, the stream of success flow by 
them. Thereason of this difference is foundin 
ibe fact that while our more northern cities have 
been reinvigorated by the introduction of new 
blood from the business pulses of the northaud 
west, the slow methods of ante-bellum days still 
prevail in the extreme south. Thecavalier blood of 
the o)d regimé, fiery enough on a point of honor, 
but sluggish in the channels of trade, still courses 
through southern veins. There has not been 


» bough admixture with the pvlood of labor and 


commercial resource. Theolder generation can 
not break the gyves of those peculiar and restrain 
ing customs which bound us hand and foot even 
in our palmiest days, and would eventually have 
palsied our every energy. 
ENERGY WHICH MAY YET BRE UTILIZED. 

Returning to Augusta, there is no lack of the 
sinews of war. Money is plentifully sufficient to 
insure the commercial greatness of this city; but 
there isa marked reluctance on the part of those 
who possess itto hazard itin any enterpr’se to 
which is attached theslightestrisk.

There lives in western Georgia a gentleman 
decidedly onthe dark side of sixty, who, in 
his twenty-first year, cast his little boat on the 
businesses of life with only one good suit of 
clothes and a few dollars in his pocket. Pos- 
sessed with an iron will and indomitable en- 
ergy, he drove his business, surmounted many 
difficulties and reverses in life and at the sur- 
render in 1865 he sent up 47 slaves, land, 
mules and other stock usual on a farm. Never 
despair (never having had the word “can’t” 
in his vocabulary) he put forth his energies, 
and has agua made a moderate success of 
life. In the meantime he has given four 
children collegiate educations and settled them 
on snug farms. 

He went to housekeeping in 1845, and 
boughtone hundred bushels of corn, since 
that time to the present he has never bought a 
bushel of corn, flour, meat, nor anything else 
that could be raised ona farm for his own 
use, His emoke-house has never been 
clear of two-year-old hams in forty years. 

The same gentleman has never seen a horse 
race, a chicken fight, a fero bank, a game of 
billiards nr ee. a cent betin any way in 
his life. Hasnever stood security for ‘any 
one, nor gave it, and was never refused credit.

A TALE, OF THE COM HUNE. 


Destruction and Reatoration of the Famous 
Napoleon Column, 
From Cassell’s Magazine. 

The famous Napoleon column in the Place Ven- 
come, Paris, was constructed by the order of the 
great soldier from cannors captured in his wats, 
and was designed to illustrate in bronze the won- 
derful career of the Corsican boy. It was model- 


ed aiter the Trajan column,and is to-day one of 
the conspicuocusand notable landmarks of the 
French capital. But it has hada curious history. 
In 1571, when Paris was held by the commuue, it 
wes resolved to pull down the pillar, and steps 
vere immediatety taken to undermine its base, 
the idea being to cause it to fall with one grand 
crash, symbojical of that national fall which the 
communists hoped tosee take place asa resuit 
of their misguided eflorts. 

A bed of sand, fegots and manure was prepared 
for the huge mass to fall up6n that the concussioa 
to the surrounding buildings might be lesseued. 
The Official Journal, on tbe morning of May 16, 
announced that the cohimn would positively fall 
that day at2o’clock. Atthe hour nameia large. 
crowd of spectators assembled. The members of 
the commune and their staff. amounting to two 
hundred, attended on horseback. Bands played 
and everythipg was dope to give the occasion 
a festive character. Jolonel Mayer, 
commanding in the Place Vendome, ascended to 
the top of the column and waved a small tricolor 
flag. He then tore the flag, cried, ‘‘Long live the 
commune!’’ tied the flaghead to the rails at the 
summitofthe pillar and descended. When the 
ropes were tightened the band struck up the 
‘*‘Marseillaise,’’ and all eyes were fixed on the 
dcemed monument. “It falls!’’ exclaimed the 
onlookers, and the great mass bowed slowly to- 
ward the Kkue dela Paix. Asit fellit brokeiuto 
piecesinthe airand struck the ground in four 
portions. Aloud, yet dull report followed, aud 
clouds of dust rose ipto the sky, but the con- 
cussion was nothing like so bad as most peo- 
ple bad expected. Tbe column forced itself sone 
way into the ground, but no windows were 
broken, nor was the square in any way injured. 

As secon as the huge fragments had settled them- 

elves Colosel Mayer mounted them and waved a 
red tlag, the populace eheering and shontiug,*‘Long 
livethecommune!’’ At nearly the same moment 
there Was posted at Versailles, the headquarters of 
the government troops, a brief, yet significant, 
dispatch, dated Mont Valerian: ‘‘The top of the 
Vendome column hes disappeared from view,”’ 

The excited communists immediately set about

A few minutes before the race Ed Freeman, 
a young negro man, entered the new jewelry 
storeon Whitehall street, in the James bank 
bleck, and asked to see some rings. - His re- 
quest was complied with, but while Freeman 
was examining the case of rings he quietly 
slipped one into his pocket. The 
theit was neatly and dexterously done, but 
one of the clerks detected it and quietly called 
for a policemah. Before the policeman could 
arrive, however, Freeman started for the door. 
The clerk undertook to detain him. This 
made Freeman decidedly anxious to escape, 
and, springing by the clerk, he darted up 
Whitehall street ata rapid pace.

John Edward Peck, a negro harness maker, 
who iived at 139 MeVaniel street, blew his 
brains out yesterday morning with an old Ea- 

The suicidal ect wgs. enacted in Peck’s 
sleepipg room atan hour when no other be- 
ing was inthe house. The deed was most 
thrilling and tragic, both in its conception 
and execution, and convinced all who saw the 
bloody work thatthe man meant’ to accom- 
plisha quick, certain and painless death. 

Peck’s wife though well advanced in years is 
a berd working, industrious woman. Early 
yesterdsy morning she arose and prepared 
breakfast for herselfand husband, but when 
breakfast was announced Peck declared that 
he could not eat and dismissed the meal with 

A CUP OF COFFEE. 

His wife was considerably distressed at his 
abstinence from food and repeatedly asked 
Peck if he was sick, but to the question he gave 
a negative answer. The woman derives a por- 
tion of her income from washing, and every 
Monday morning ca}ls at her patron’s homefor 
the articles to be cleansed. Yesterday morn- 
ing she was so distressed about her husband’s 
conduct that she expressed a determination 
not to cal)gfor the, clothing but to send a boy 
for it. Peck objected to this, and by promis- 
ing to remain at home until she returned final- 
ly induced his wife to leave, This was about 
Y o'clock, When the woman went away she 
left her husband sitting in a

Then there was 
a terrible report, and Peck’s lifeless body, but 
a moment before full of strength and power, 
sank to the floor. The entire load had entered 
his neck directly under the chin, and passing 
through the mouth came outon top the head, 
carrying with it a bandful of brains. Peck 
bad his haton when he pulled the trigger. 
The load passed through the head and hat, 
and when he senk tothe fioor the hat still re- 
mained on hishead, The entire load of shot 
went clear through and lodged in the ceiling. 
The wound was a terrible one. The man’s 
jaws were torn asunder and his tongue was 
thrown out of his mouth and cut entirely 
,008€, 

The shot was fired at about half pastten. It 
wes heard by Peter Carey, who keeps a store 
near by, and others, but no one thought any- 
ihing of it. About half past eleven Peck’s 
wile returned. Mer house is in a two-room 
building. Sbe went into the room in which 
she bad left Peck, but did not see him, as he 
was lying in a _ corner. She then 
went to the other room, and not 
finding him, began ealling for him. 
Receiving no response, she returned to her 
bedroom, and after looking around found her 
dead husband. She seemed to realize that he 
was dead, and, without touching the body, 
she rushed out and called for help. Carey 
and others came in. They saw at a glance 
thet Peck was dead, and Coroner Haynes was 
notified. Pe! . 

NO CAUSB ASCERTAINED. 

Peck was well-known among the colored 
people in Atlanta, and was at one time quite 
;opular with his race. Previousto the. des- 
iruction of the Wilson house by fire 
be bad a harness shop in that  build- 
ing. Since then he has been working 
wherever he could find work. Last week he 
worked at Morgan's, on Whitehall street. On 
Saiturdey night when he reached home he 
compinained of being sick. At the supper table 
he asked his wife if he had not always done a 
good part by her, and though oa” Saggae at the 
question she answered affirmatively, and then 
asked jor an explapation. He was not out 
Sunday, and during the day told his wife what 
he wanted her to do with their affairs. His 
strange, erratic talk excited the woman, and 
she asked him if he wanted to kill himself. 
He laughed and «aid no. 
then told him to quit 
papers.and books about suicides, etc. 
times Bunday night he attempted to slip out 
of bed, but each time-his -wife detected him, 
and without explaining his object in getting 
up, he would again retire. He was not op- 
pressed by debts, and his wife owns a place 
worth $1,000. She or no one else can assign @ 
cause for the deed. Peck was once treasurer 
of the colored Masonsin Atlanta, but got to 
drinking herd and was expelled. Of late 
months he has been quite sober. 
Roach and other white gentlemen 
who knew him speak highly of his character 
for honesty and integrity. When theshot cut 
his life short, Peck sank down. His head fell 
against a trunk and the bed. At first it was 
hard to tell whether he shot himself while 
standing or sitting. 

This is thethird time only that a colored 
man has suicided in the history of Atlanta.
